Firſt, Abiefion,(which the Greekes call mwmnins) 
an abic& or baſe diſpoſition of minde,(Stulta ha- 
militas, a fooliſh humilitie,as the ſchooles call it) 
whereby a man, either out of 7gxorance of his true 
worth, and abilities wherewith God hath ena- 
bled him,or out of a ſetti/h careleſneſs,to improuec 
them, or out of a degenerate timorouſneſſe to vic 
them, lets the gifts, whether of nature or grace, 
ruſt in obſcurity, and yet pretends for his 
excuſe, this colour of Humilitie, This is puſilla- 
nimitie, that vadervalues taofe endowments 
which he truly hath. To this purpoſe may that 
of the Pſalmiſt be applied, 8 Man bering in honour 
(for any excellencies ofnature or grace)ey hawing 
no underſtanding ( whether to know them or vic 
them) « like to thebeaſts thatperiſh: and that of 
Solomon : * Wherefore « there aprice in the hand of 
4 foole, to get wiſedome, and he hath no heart ? either 
coknowit, or vie it, True Humilitze, is modeſt, 
butnot baſe; Neither ignorant, nor floathfall, 
nor timorous : Not ignorant the latter = of

it wanted neither wit nor will; onely it wanted a 
faire opportunity to ſet it ſelfe on worke, The dif- 
ference then betweene abiedtion and humility is 
this; that the latter ariſes from the knowledge of 
a mans imperfections; the former from the ig- 
norance ( for themoſt part) of his perfe&tions, 
Secondly, Humiliation, rvmiron; in the Greeke: 
{oI finde the word vſed, /ames 1, 10. Let the rich 
( reioyce ) & T*mwrare, in his. humiliation, in that 
he is made low, in thathe is humbled, Humilia- 
tt0n and hamility, areneere in ſound, yet is there 
(at leaſt ſometime)a great deale of difference be- 
tweene an humble and an humbled man. For, 
Firſt, there may be humrliation, without humi- 
lity; As in Pharoah, GoJ1 hwmbled him , and 
brought him on his knees, by ten ſeucrall iudge- 
ments, but could neuer make him truly humble: 
i As in 4hab, Heerent hy clothes, and put ſackcloth 
upon his fleſh, and faſted, and lay in ſackcloth, and 
went ſoftly : In ſo much, that God himſeltfe takes 
notice of it, Seeſt thow how Ahab humbleth hims- 
{elfe? yertor all this was hee not humble; for in 
the next Chapter, he will goe vp to Ramoth Gr- 
lead, though God ſay no. Thus a poore man, 


a ficke man, &c, may be proud, nowithſtanding | 


his poverty and afflition;His ſtomacke is broke,

Humiliation, without humilitic_, 
Secondly, there may bec hamility without hu- 
| miltation; 1 meane, without the preſent ſenſe of 
| any cauſe of hunmuliation: Thusa rich and weal 
thy man , liuing in abundance of proſperity, 
may be humble, Thus Dazid a King, in the midſt 
of all his pleaſures, ſtill preſerued his humilitie, 
both towards God and men : Certainly our blcl- 
ſed Saviour was humble from his birth, before 


he had any cauſe of hamiliation. 

Thirdly, there may be humiliation with hami- 
lity, and the one the caulc of the other, and yer 
they differ in themſelues, as heat from fire, or 
light from the Sunne. That proud King of Ba- 
bjlen, atter ſeuen Winters had paſſed ouer his 
head,was humble as well as humbled,and * Bleſſed 
the moſt High, and praiſed and bonoured bim that l1-
